JOINT HESOLI.'TION proposing an amendment of section 110 of the
Constitution of Virginia, and providing for publishing said amendment
and (ertifying tbe same to the next session of the general assembly.

1. Resolved, by the senate and house of delegates (a majority of the
members elected to each of tbe two houses agreeing thereto), that tho
following amendment to the Constitution of Virginia be, and is hereby pro-

and is hereby referred to the general assembly at its first regular
session held after the next general election of members of the bouse of
delegates for its concurrence, in conformity with the provisions of section
one hundred and ninety-six of said Constitution, namely; strike out from

the Constitution section one hundred and ten, which is in the following
words:

Sec. HO. There shall be elected by the qualified voters of each county,
one county treasurer, who shall not be elected or serve for more than two
consecutive terms, nor act as deputy of his Immediate successor; one

sheriff, one attorney for the Commonwealth, and one county clerk, who
